New York, June 13.—(#) — Consul 
General Elias of Mexico stated today 


that Msgr. Caruana, bishop of Porto 
Rico and the West Indies and papal 
delegate to Mexico, declared himself a 
Protestant when he entered the Nuevo 
Laredo immigration gate last March. 

With the statement the consul gen- 
eral issued alleged photostats of the 
declaration of the prelate, who subse- 
quently was expelled by the Mexican 
government. These photostats show 
that Msgr. Caruana asserted he 
went to Mexico only as a tourist, de- 
scribed his occupation as teacher, and 
averred that English was the only 
language with which he was familiar. 

Recalling that Bishop Caruana had 
promised to make further statements 
on his arrival in the United States, 
the consulate general said: — 

* The officials entrusted with admin- 
istrating the government of Mexico 
have no desire to keep up the friction 
caused by the failure of a small group 
which always has distinguished itself 
for its rebelliousness in the observance 
of the laws adopted by the Mexican 
people for the conduct of its internal 
affairs. 

“The facts here set forth speak for 
themselves, But we think the an- 


swers set forth in the immigration dec- 


faration do explain the failure up to 
the present time of the intention an- 
nounced by Bishop Caruana to make 
further declarations regarding his ex- 
pulsion from Mexico. 

“In the interest of a healthful un- 
derstanding between the pé€oples -of 
my country and the United States, I 
am submitting this statement to the 
press of this country in connection 
with the Msgr.

A large number of these words are 
ones which describe vestments which 
- will be worn in the celebration of the 
‘many masses which will be sung dur- 
ing the Eucharistic congress and at 
the other ceremonies. Others describe 
sacred vessels and other articles used 
in the celebration of the mass. Prac 
tically all the masses sung in Chicago 
will be in accordance with the Latin 
rite of the church, although the ori- 
ental rites, Ruthenian and Greek, will 
also be used. 

Priests’ Vestments Described. } 

Definition of these words and an ex- 
planation of their significance is ex- 
pected to be of aid to the readers of 
THE TRIBUNE. 

The vestments of the priest are the 
alb, amice, chasuble, cope,+cincture, 
maniple, stole, and surplice. 

Amice—It is a linen envelope, partly 
collar, partly bib, which covers the 
neck and shoulders, and at the tim 
of its first use during the eighth ce 
tury, the head. From its original use 
it is referred to in the prayer said 
when it is donned as “the helmet of 
salvation.”’ Its purpose was to pro- 
tect throat and preserve the voice 
clear for chanting the mass. 

Alb—The alb was worn in ordinary 
life, and its first mention as a liturgi- 
cal vestment was in 398 A. D. It isa 
' wide linen garment full of folds, reach- 
ing down to the feet, It is considered 
an emblem of purity, obtained as linen 
obtains its brilliant whiteness by ex- 
posure to rain and sun. 

Cincture—This is simply a girdle 
with which the flowing alb is gath- 
ered tightly to the body in accordance 
with the scriptural injunctions to “gird 
the loins” against evil 

The Priest's Chief Vestment. 

Chasuble—The principal vestment 
worn by the priest, which covers all 
others and is wsually richly embroid- 
ered with gold and sometimes with 
precious stones. Originally the chasu- 
ble was a sack with a hole for the 
head used in the services said in the 
catacombs. Later on the sacks were 
spt down the sides, the present 


chasuble, which ts in two distinct : the succinctorium, will not be seen at

MAKES PLEA FOR 


MIND AND HEART) 


Tells Illini Seniors the 


Value of Learning. 


‘Urbana, IL, June 13.—Fifteen hun- 
dred seniors at the University of Illl- 
nois in “cap gown” formed in @ pro- 
cession this afternoon and marched to 
the new men’s gymfasium, where 
Edwin H. Hughes, bishop of the Chi- 
cago area of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, delivered the amnual bacca- 
laureate address. 


“God intended that learning and 
might should always go together,” de- 
clared Bishop Hughes, “ but that the 


folly and impiety of man often divorced, 


them. Learned men are not always 
mighty; mighty men are not always 
learned, 


“There is, after all, no necessary 
connection between intellectuality and 
strong character. Good people are 
sometimes relatively ignorant and 
some of the meanest tmen we have 
ever met have been college graduates. 
The ignorance is not @ Source of the 
goodness, nor is the knowledge the 
caise of the badness, Yet, the con- 
junction in both cases does show that 
there is no enforced relation of the 
intellectual to the moral and spiritual 
dife. 

“The simple truth is that a man 
can walk amid the stars intellectually 
and wallow in the mud morally. It 
surely should be the glory of Ameri- 
can education that it seeks to relate 
all learning to the right kind of char- 
acter. Some of our graduates may not 
be good men, but, being bad, they are 
the dreadful deniers and defeaters of 
the ideals under which they were edu- 
cated. Learning is sometimes accused 
of not turning helpfully towards life 
at all. 

“Nearly every term of intellectual 
life is directly changed into an un- 
complimentary name. We must have 
academies, but what do we often mean 
by academic. We need theories, but 


how about theorist? We must have!

A NEW VOICE FOR AMERICA. 


In a recent editorial we suggested that one of 
the needs of the middle west was for a midwestern 
ehamber of commerce that would crystallize a mid- 
western consciousness and coérdinate the economic 
forces of the country’s great producing states. We 
have been pleased by reports from neighboring 
cities and communities in this and other states that 
the suggestion is being well received. 

The primary purpose in creating an interstate 
chamber of commerce representative of the mid- 
west would be, of course, to benefit the midwest. 
But the benefit would not stop there. We believe 
the whole country would profit. 


The United States needs such a new expression 
of its economic policy. The country is dominated 
today by the eastern money centers. It is they 
who shape the country’s policies. They are at least 
the only ones to give them voice and force. The 
result is a distorted economic trend which slights 
the agricultural, commercial, and industrial aims 
and requirements of a great portion of the country. 

New York succeeded in bringing the world’s 
money market from London to America. The ac- 
complishment has gone to the east’s head. Instead 
of patterning the use of its new financial power on 
American lines, New York has chosen to ape Lon- 
don. The urge from the east is constantly for a 
revision of the country’s whole economic structure 
with a view to fitting it into an international pat- 
tern.

The eastern policy may be suitable 
as an expression of the southern cotton states; it is 
entirely unsuited to the negds of the agricultural 
and industrial states of the middle west. It is a 
falsetto voice that comes from the east. It does 
rot fit, it. does not do justice to the country be- 
hind it. 
‘In the proposed midwestern chamber of com- 
neerce not only the middle west but the whole coun- 


try would be given a new voice expressive of true 


American economic policy. 


' SOLDIER CITIZENS. 


We received recently a letter from Mr. Otto 
McFeeley of the Pioneer Publishing company of 
Oak Park. Mr. McFeeley at one time wrote for 
THe TRICUNE and one of the stories he covered 
was the Plattsburg camp in the summer of 1915. 
Mr. McFeeley's letter calls attention to the fact, 
little known to the general public, that the United 
States army is teday a great schoo] for vocational 
training, and he pleases us by recalling that in one 
of his dispatches from Plattsburg eleven years ago 
he outlined exactly such a plan and that THs

the first, articles proposing vocational training in 
the army. 

The United States army is training thousands 


of its men in courses that range from radio to 


animal husbandry, from stenography to locomo- 
tive engineering. In all, 475 courses are offered, 
All this educative work, however, without inter- 
tering with the military training for which these 
men enlisted. 
It is a splendid function which the army thus 
performing. It supplies the complement to the 
training of citizen soldiers—tfulfilled by the National 
Guard, the R. O. T. C., the C. M. T. C., and the 
reserve—by training soldier citizens. By fitting 
the soldier for a useful place in civilian life on 
the expiration of his term of enlistment the army 
becomes more firmly an integral part of the na- 
tional life of the country. It has ever been the 
American ideal that there should be no military 
class such ag has always burdened every country 
in Europe, but that the private citizen should be 


so trained and so prepared as to be the defender: 
It has never been possible to/|

SOUTH AMERICA AND THE 
LEAGUE. 

Brazil has bolted the league council and is as 
good as out of the league itself. Brazil's present 
position is that of Argentina, which has failed to 
take part in the activities of the league since 1920, 
when its delegate demanded the immediate admis- 


Whether these two South American countries 
persist in their course and break with the league 
entirely or whether they reénter the fold does not 
affect the present importance of the Brazilian 
withdrawal as an illustration of the impossibility 
of gathering the nations of the western hemi- 
sphere into a body dominated by a European po- 
litical system with which they have no direct con- 

Nations belonging to the two American conti- 
nents have nothing to gain at Geneva. Other 
South American nations will save themselves 
trouble and complications by following the trail 
blazed by Argentina and now pursued by Brazil. 

The United States, through the foresight of a 
handful of men, refused to enter the league. It 
has never had cause to regret its aloofness. The 
senate approved the world court protocol, but it 
did so against the wishes of a majority of the 
American people, as certain senators already have 
found out. So long as all'matters of international 
accord remain bound up with the threads of Euro- 
pean political intrigue, so long must the United 
States remain officially independent in all inter- 
national affairs. Other western powers will find it 
to their advantage to study America's position. 

They are more strongly bound racially and by 
tradition to Europe than is the United States. The 
exploitation of their resources, their financial and 
economic structure are dependent on Europe as 
those of the United States are not. It would be 
advantageous for South American countries to 
have some agency which would promote economic 
and financial accord and understanding. But the 
political price exacted by membership in the 
league is too great. ne 

Not until the political function of the league is 
divorced from the league as an agency of inter- 
national service can any country, no matter how 
close its ties with Europe, afford to risk any such 
entanglement with European troubles as the 
league now demands. 7 


Not only would it be to the advantage of South 
American countries to be out of the league but 
the benefit would extend to Europe as well. South 
American votes may easily upset plans which Eu- 
ropean nations have carefully fostered in the in- 
terest of their own peace and well-being. 

Spain threatens to leave the league in Septem- 
ber. The Spanish move is Closely linked with that 
of Brazil. Why should it be, except that they are 
both Latin nations and are both seeking more 
power in the league council? They joined forces 
last March—under the tutelage of Mussolini, it is 
rumored—and the result of their demands was the 
wreckage of nearly everything that had been so 
painstakingly set up at Locarno. Without Brazil's 
presence and interference Locarno might have 
been saved. ~ 4 

The integrity of South Ameri¢a has béen pre- 
served for more than a century by the force of 
the Monroe Doctrine. It would help continue that 
integrity if. South America would get out of Eu- 
rope. Europe, on the other hand, might well set 
up a Monroe Doctrine of her own against interfer- 
ence from the western hemisphere. 


IN STORE FOR CHICAGO. 


' During the Eucharistic congress, June 20-24, it is 
estimated that there will be 1,000,000 visitors in 
Chicago. This is a stupendous number—a city of 
3,000,000 inhabitants increased a third in popula- 
tion overnight. Extraordinary measures are being 
planned to meet this peak demand on the city’s 
resources. 

Despite these numerous precautions it is probable 
that the five days of the congress will be among the 
most crowded and hectic in the city’s history. 

Chicago is not’ built even to take care of its pres- 
ent 3,000,000. It is vain to hope that it can care for 
4,000,000 with any degree of efficiency or comfort. 

It is an exceptional opportunity to see what Chi- 
cago is coming to unless its civic improvements 
keep pace with its growth. |

WASTE IN VENTILATION. 
ROF. WINSLOW of Yale university 
| is now the president of the Amer- 

ican Public Health association, and 


erful organization to promote his views 
en ventilation, particularly of schools. 
He has studied the subject for many 
years and from many angles. He was 
chairman of the New York commission 
on ventilation and, as such, helped in its 
investigation covering several years and 
in the preparation of its great report. He 
has investigated the subject with micro- 
Scope, test tube, and engineering appli- 
ance. It is fair to say that he has ap- 
proached the problem from every side. 
His conclusion is that the present 
methods waste many million dollars 


spent for upkeep, and, in spite of all the 
expenditure, the teachers and children 
are worse off. They have more colda, 
more disease, and are more anemic and 
chronically tired out. 

What he favors is an arrangement of 
exhaust ducts located on the inside walls, 
radiators under the windows, and deflec- 
tors at the windows. * The fresh air comes 
in through windows, is heated by the ra- 
diators ang deflected. The foul air goes 
cut through the exhaust ducts. This in- 
Sstallation costs almost nothing as com- 
pared with the present system. The cost 
of heating and running the fans is small 
as compared with that of the present 
method. And the children are more com- 
fortable, have fewer colds, and develop 
less pallor. 

In his investigations he found window 
ventilation without exhaust ducts unsat- 
isfactory for school use. There was no 
satisfactory way to distribute the fresh 
air and the heat evenly throughout the 
schoolroom, nor to remove the foul air 
properly. A schoolroom is rather evenly

As a rule, the principles of shop venti- 
lation are the same as those’ of the 
schoolroom. But we must remember that 


the workmen are moving about, many of 


them are engaged in manual labor, and 
heat making machinery is in operation. 
The presence of these heat making ma- 
chines, or the presence of dust or fumes, 
may make it necessary to employ special 
ventilation methods. |

‘Although fate has decreed that these words 
Shall be used indiscriminately one for the other 
when applied to the feminine sex, yet no four 
words can be more different. A beautiful woman 
may be an object of admiration; a handsome wom- 
an, of wonder, and a pretty one, of love. A beau- 
tiful woman is one of delicate mold, whose fea- 
tures are regularly formed, tall, gracéful, and well 
shaped. 

“In other words, a woman is Leautiful when 
she possesses in feature and complexion an as- 
semblage of graces. A fine woman is one of strik- 
ing figure; a handsomg woman is one of fine fea- 
tures combined with striking figure. Fine is asso- 
ciated with a certain grandeur of form and is not 
compatible with anything that is small. In ro- 
mance, women are described as beautiful or hand- 
some; in poetry, the shepherdesses are represented 
as pretty. 

“Beauty is specifically a feminine perfection. 

Notwithstanding the fact that we have pretty men, 
beauty in the male sex is a defect A man may 
be fine or handsome; a woman béautiful or pretty. 
Handsome conveys the idea of that which is agree- 
able in appearance to the understanding and to 
the moral feeling from its fitness and propriety. 
The beautiful admits of no defect and embraces 
proportion, regularity, correct distribution of color 
and all particulars that engage attention.

“The first work of synonyms of which we have 
any record was compiled in hexameter verse by 
one John Garland in the year 1230.

THE HAZARDS OF FLYING. 


Chicago, June 9.—I noticed with some 
interest your editorial in the morning 
paper entitled “ Consider the Hazards,” 
in which you apparently gave credence 
to the statement made by Charlies M.

Spanish conference on Morocco will 
begin tomorrow at the Quai d’Orsay 
under the most favorable auspices. 
Gen. Jordana, Spain's chief military 
representative, declares an agreement 
“will neither be long nor difficult to 
realize.”

From several sources it is 
learned that the situation is seriously 
affecting the continued operation of 
other Jike concerns. 

Since the first of the year eight 
mutual companies and four reciprocals, 
with a combined average annual pre- 
mium income of over $5,000,000, have 
failed or retired from business. Re-/j 
sponsibility for their fall has been 
ascribed to rate cutting and payment 
of dividends actually unearned.

The United States is not only turn- 
ing the corner, formerly rounded by 
Britain and Germany, which made them 
primarily industrial, but we will far 
sooner than they reach the next de- 
cisive turning point when we will have 
to solve the problem of self-sufficiency. 

We have had the almost unique ex- 
perience of an “unfavorable” trade 
balance for four successive months—un- 
favorable only in the exchange of visible 
goods. The last number of commerce 
reports chronicles a great drop last year 
in world wheat and flour exports. Can- 
ada and the United States last year suf- 
fered a loss of 6,000,000 barrels in flour 
exports. Why? Some of the reasons in- 
dicate the growth of § self-sufficiency 
among nations. Europe had a larger 
wheat crop—it is turning from the ex- 
treme of industrialism. Asia has a big- 
ger wheat crop. European flour milis 
are more active. 

The same number of commerce re- 
declihe in Amer- 
ican exports of that character, that 
per cent gain in automobile exports—a 
sort of trade which is characteristic of 
a country of the more advanced capi- 
talistic type. On another page may be 
found figures showing substantial im- 
ports of industrial machinery by India, 
portentous of the ultimate industrializa- 
tion of another land, at present a market 
for the produets of highly industrialized 
nations. 

Now turn to the recent population 
estimates of the bureau of the census. 
They show a gain in the population of 
our own home market greater than the 
population of Australia—one of our big 
foreign customers with a small popula- 
tion, having a buying power many times 
that of an equal number of our Asiatic 
customers. The employment and wage 
statistics of the United States, when con- 
sidered in relation to the population 
gain, tell the same story. 

The trends are unmistakable and the 
evolution of our industrial system is so 
accelerated that we move in a decade 
now farther than we did in the half 
century prior to 1900. Under such con- 
ditions, the whole output of counting 
house economics, colored by the obses- 
sion that the “pre-war balance of ex- 
changes must be restored,” seems hope- 
lessly out of date.
